While Cobb and Harrison are both 
already employed by the Coffee County 
School System, both Clemons and Jones 
are employed with north Alabama school 
systems. Currently, Dr. Clemons current- 
ly is principal at Piedmont High School 
Cobb is the Federal 
Programs/Curriculum/Accountability 
Coordinator for Coffee County Schools; 
Harrison is the Career Technical Education 


in Piedmont, Ala.; 


Coordinator and Technology Coordinator 
for Coffee County Schools; and Jones 
is the Chief Administrative Officer for 
Guntersville City Schools. 

Interviews for the candidates have been 
scheduled for Thursday, June 24 (today) 
at the Coffee County Board of Education 
office. Interviews are open to the public.

Governor Kay Ivey last 
week awarded a total of 
$2.6 million to six Alabama 
counties to help them over- 
come the COVID-19 pan- 
demic. Coffee County was 
named as one of the recipi- 
ents. 

The awards to Etowah, 
Lee, Clarke, Coffee, 
Houston and Pike coun- 
ties are part of more than 
$40 million allocated to 


Alabama under a special 
Community Development 
Block Grant program 
funded from the federal 
Coronavirus Aid, Relief 
and Economic Security 
(CARES) Act. 

Coffee County was 
awarded $500,000 to con- 
struct an emergency opera- 
tions center. 

“It is imperative for our 
own safety and welfare and

my that we put COVID-19 
behind us and get on with 
our lives,” Gov. Ivey said. 
“I am hopeful these funds 
will be beneficial in assist- 
ing these counties to help 
their residents as we con- 
tinue to take great steps to 
overcome the pandemic.” 

The funds were made 
available to the state by the 
U.S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development 
and can be used to sup- 
port COVID-19 testing and 
vaccinations; rental, mort- 
gage and utility assistance;

‘Obamacare’ survives again: the Supreme Court dis- 
missed another big challenge last week. The justices, 
by a 7-2 vote, left the entire Affordable Care Act 
intact in ruling that Texas, other GOP-led states and 
two individuals had no right to bring their lawsuit in 
federal court. The law’s now-toothless requirement 
that people have health insurance or pay a pen- 
alty was the basis for this latest challenge. Congress 
rendered that provision irrelevant in 2017 when it 
reduced the penalty to zero. Recent data released on 
the national level indicates that Obamacare is more 
popular than ever with enrollment numbers reaching 
historic numbers during the recent pandemic. We can 
expect more court cases on this in coming years, as 
this recent ruling was on a very, very narrow techni- 
cal point. 


Saturday was the day set aside to commemorate 
Juneteenth. Even before the U. S. Congress made it 
an official federal holiday earlier this month, Elba 
folks had detailed plans for a grand celebration of 
the day, with speakers, food, etc. Well the rains that 
accompanied the tropical storm that came in about 
New Orleans and moved on up the country spilled 
rain on the planned event. Naturally all the events 
were planned in the open air Mulberry Heights 
park, postponements dampened the first ‘official’ 
Juneteenth in Elba. However the free meals went on, 
with the cooks operating their grills underneath tents 
and burgers and other great foods were available to 
all who dared to confront the weather. We have not 
heard exactly when the delayed events will be held, 
but stay tuned! 


Alabama’s seat at the table in the pioneering of space 
exploration appears to be getting more importantvas 
an airport in the Huntsville area is being considered 
as a landing pad for returning commercial space 
craft.

Also he was often quoted by leading 
civil rights figures, including Frederick Douglas and 
Martin Luther King Jr. He also apparently accepted 
the popular notion of that era that a woman’s place 
was in the home raising the children . . . at least he 
never wrote anything supporting a woman’s rights. In 
spite of all those HUGE negatives, the Jeffersonian 
principal has ever so slowly guided America’s accep- 
tance of equal rights for major and minor segments 
of society.

“Lord, how are e they increased that. “trouble nite! 

Many there be 
which say of my soul, There is no help for him in God. 
But thou, O Lord, art a shield for me; myglory, and the 
lifter up of mine head. I cried unto the Lord with my 
voice, and He heard me out of His holy hill. I laid me 
down and slept; I awaked; for the Lord sustained me.” 
Psalm 3:1-4 (KJV) 

David, in this Psalm, has had trouble out of his son Absa- 
lom. Out of all people to backstab David, we would not 
think that trouble would come from his own child. David’s 
trouble got so bad that inPsalm 55:6-7 he writes, “And I 
said, Oh that I had wings like a dove! For then would I fly 
away andbe at rest. Lo, then would I wander far off, and 
remain in the wilderness.” I would to tell David today: 
David, don’t fly, for there is no rest in the wilderness. 

Absalom, David’s son, tried to pit the people against his 
father and attempted to take his throne.His methods were 
ungodly and because of that it would not work. He would 
stand at the gate of the city and attempt to be underhanded. 
When we find ourselves in the shoes of the great king 
David we should not be surprised when others attempt to 
destroy us as well. Many who envy us onour jobs, in our 
communities, and even in our churches will do whatever 
they can to dethrone us — even by assassinating our charac- 
ter. However, whatever God has for us, we can be assured 
that it is for us! 

When we look at these four verses of this third Psalm 
we see that Absalom is not alone in the pursuit of David. 
He has been successful in assembling others together to join 
in with him to try todestroy his father. Truly, David loved 
Absalom as any father would — he fed Absalom, clothed 
him, and provided for him — yet the son still turned on the 
father. This situation caused David to take his case to God 
in prayer and he gives us an example today as well. When 
our problem is too big for us we must be assured that it is 
miniature in comparison to the greatness of God. Perhaps 
you may be dealing with your own “Absalom experience” 
today; find comfort in believing that God knows. 

For David, as well as many, this problem caused him 
some sleepless nights. However, because he was God’s 
child he lives to write about the victory of this experi- 
ence. He employs descriptive language three times to tell 
us what God became for him —a shield, his glory, and the 
lifter. May David’s descriptive language become yours in 
your own “Absalom experience.” When others count you 
out and think that it’s over for you, God will be your help. 
But not only will God be your help —you, too, will live to 
tell about it.

Multi-vehicle crash in Butler County, 
Alabama claims 10 lives last weekend 


BUTLER COUNTY 
- A multi-vehicle crash 
on Interstate 65 in Butler 
County has claimed the life 
of 10 individuals, includ- 
ing nine children. Troopers 
within the Alabama Law 
Enforcement Agency’s 
(ALEA) Highway Patrol 
Division were notified at 
approximately 2:30 p.m. 
Saturday, June 19, of a 
multi-vehicle crash on I-65 
northbound at the 138 mile 
marker. Once on scene, 
ALEA Troopers discov- 
ered a total of 17 vehicles, 
including two commercial 
vehicles, were involved in 
the crash; seven of the 17 
vehicles were ablaze. As a 
result of the crash, Cody 
Fox, 29, of New Hope, 
Tenn., and his 9-month- 
old daughter, also of New 
Hope, Tenn., were pro- 
nounced deceased at the 
scene. Fatalities also include 
a 3-year-old, 8-year-old, 
12-year-old, 14-year-old, 
15-year-old, two 16-year- 
olds and a 17-year-old. All 
of the juveniles were from 
Alabama and were pro- 
nounced deceased at the 


scene. 

“Investigating fatal crash- 
es is one of the_most_dif- 
ficult responsibilities of the 
Alabama Law 

Enforcement Agency,” 
ALEA’s Secretary of Law 
Enforcement Hal Taylor 
said. “Yesterday, was an 
extremely heartbreaking 
day for the state of Alabama 
as 10 lives were tragically 
lost in one horrific event. 
I would like to offer my 
sincerest condolences to the 
friends and families of loved 
ones lost in Saturday’s ter- 
rible crash, as well as my 
gratitude to all of the first 
responders and volunteers 
who quickly and valiantly 
responded to the scene. It 
was a difficult and unimagi- 
nable scene for many, and 
our thoughts and prayers 
are with all involved as we 
continue to investigate and 
provide closure for those 
affected.” 

Nothing further is avail- 
able as ALEA Troopers, 
along with investigators 
from the National Traffic 
Safety Board (NTSB), con- 
tinue to investigate.

Alabama Deep Sea Fishing 
Rodeo is back this year and 
will be bigger than ever

The big show will be back 
for the 88th annual Alabama 
Deep Sea Fishing Rodeo 
(ADSFR), scheduled July 
15-18 at the rodeo site on 
Dauphin Island. 

Now that COVID-19 
restrictions have been eased, 
a long weekend of fun, 
fishing and entertainment 
awaits those who venture 
to Alabama’s barrier island 
for the event that attracts 
more than 3,800 anglers to 
the state’s fertile waters and 
Gulf of Mexico, 

“We're very much 
looking forward to it,” said 
Ryan Schumann, 2021 
Rodeo president. “That’s 
not to say I’m not proud of 
everything we accomplished 
last year. Being in the 
middle of COVID, we were 
still able to put on a fishing 
tournament and have right 
at 3,800 anglers. 

“Tt’s an annual event that 
everybody looks forward 
to and comes together to 
participate,” he said. “People 
from out of town who have 
family at Dauphin Island 
always come to. town for 
the rodeo. I’ve got friends 
who grew up on Dauphin 
Island and moved away. 
But the Alabama Deep Sea 
Fishing Rodeo is a signature 
event that they always come 
back for. The rodeo has 
always been a label for the 
community, a staple for the 

* community. 

Rodeo festivities kick 
off on Thursday, July 15, 
with the Captain T-Bone’s 
Liars Contest at 6 p.m., 
followed by music from 
Yellowhammer, featuring 
former Major League 
Baseball Cy Young winner 
Jake Peavy. The music 
theme this year is “Reelin’ 
in the Years” with 70s 
music on Thursday, 80s 
music on Friday and 90s 
music on Saturday. 

Fishing begins at 5 a.m. 
on Friday, July 16, with the 
traditional cannon blast. The 
weigh station will be open 
from 10 a.m. to 7 p.m, The 
musical entertainment will 
start at 7:30 p.m. with The 
Molly Ringwalds. 

Mustache, The Band will 


be Saturday’s entertainment 
at 5 p.m. The weigh station 
will again be open from 10 
a.m, to 7 p.m. 

On Sunday, the final day 
of competition, the weigh 
station will be open from 
10 am, to 5 p.m. At 6:30 
p.m., any rodeo participant 
who weighed in a legal fish 
will be eligible for random 
drawings for a Contender 25 
Bay boat and Yamaha 250hp 
SHO outboard package and 
a Seakeeper boat stabilizer, 
The awards ceremony will 
be at 6 p.m. Monday at The 
Grounds in Mobile. 

Anglers will compete in 
30 regular fish categories 
as well as the Yamaha 
Speckled Trout Jackpot, 
the Synergy Laboratories 
King Mackerel Jackpot 
and the Raymarine Big 
Game Jackpot. Cash Prizes 
categories are available for 
several species. Visit www. 
adsfr.com for details. 

Swordfish has been added 
as a category for the 2021 
rodeo with a minimum 
length of 50 inches 
measured from the lower 
jaw to the fork in the tail. 

The grouper category will 
include yellowedge, gag and 
red grouper. 

The speckled trout 
jackpot entries will be 
limited to fish in Alabama’s 
speckled trout slot limit of 
15 to 22 inches, measured 
with a pinched tail. A cash 
prizes lunker category is 
available in speckled trout 
with a minimum size of 26 
inches, pinched tail. 

In the live weigh-in 
category, the rodeo will 
have a “Race to 18” for 
anglers who weigh ina daily 
limit of six live speckled 
trout in the slot limit. The 
first angler who weighs in 
a three-day total of 18 live 
slot fish wins the prize. 

The weekend preceding 
the big rodeo, the Jaycees 
will hold the annual Roy 
Martin Young Anglers 
Tournament. The 
tournament begins at 5 a.m. 
on July 10, and the weigh 
station will be open from 9 
a.m. until 5 p.m. The Roy 
Martin event is open to all 
anglers 15 years old and 
younger. The young anglers 
will be competing in 31 fish 
categories. All proceeds will 
benefit the Mobile Jaycees.

The Dothan Eagle announced its annual ‘Super 12’ 
high school baseball selections last weekend and it was a 
senior laden group as the honored list included 10 seniors 
and two juniors.

Barginere had 36 hits during the season, including 
8 doubles, 2 triples and 7 home runs, scored 51 runs, 
collected 37 rbi’s and was successful on all 19 of her stolen 
base attempts. 

Layton had 37 hits during the season, including 6 
doubles, 2 triples and 6 home runs, scored 36 runs, had 
35 rbi’s, and was successful on all 13 of her stolen base 
attempts.
